Q—My doctor says I have 


carpal tunnel syndrome in 
both hands. What does this 
mean? Would an operation 
cure it? 


A—This is a burning dis- 


tress in the thumb, index, 
middle and half of the ring 
finger plus the correspond- 
ing two-thirds of the palm. 
Later there may be weak- 
ness in this area. It may be 
caused by anything that 
presses on the median nerve 
as it passes through the tun- 
nel formed by the muscles 
and ligaments of the wrist. 
It may be associated with 
arthritis but, in many cases, 
the underlying cause cannot 
be found. 


If treatment is s o u g h t 


early enough, an injection of 
hydrocortisone r e p e a t e d 
weekly for several weeks 
may cure it. If it is chronic 
and growing progressively 
worse, the pressure on the 
nerve should be relieved by 
a surgical operation. 


Q—My doctor says I have 


trigger finger. He gave me 
two injections of hydrocorti- 
sone and said that, if this 
doesn't help, he may have to 
operate. What causes this 
condition and what is the 
best treatment? 


A—The cause is a thicken- 


ing of one of the tendons of 
a finger or a narrowing of 
the tendon sheath. In this 
condition, closing the 
fist 


causes a snapping sound. In 
most c a s e s , relief is ob- 
tained by an operation to in- 
crease the size of the tendon 
sheath. 


Q—What harm may result 


from a woman eating about 
a teaspoonful of sand a day. 
Will her system eliminate it? 


A—There will be no harm 


from this if the sand is clean. 
It will not be digested and 
will be eliminated without 
any trouble. It may be, how- 
ever, that her system lacks 
iron.
